DAY’S EVENTS AT WASHINGTON. 


Reprisal Proclamation to Be Issued 
in a Few Days—Theodore Roose- 
velt Appointed Lieutenant- 
Colonel of Cowboy Cavalry. 


fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—Congress 
today formally declared war to exist 


between the United States and Spain; 
he Senate passed the Naval Appro- 
priation Bill, carrying large amounts of 
money for the improvement of our sea- 
fighting arm of the Federal service; 
the Reorganization Bill Was 
passed by the Senate and now goes to 
conference; Secretary Sherman re- 
signed as chief of the State Depart- 
ment, to be succeeded by Assistant 
Secretary Day, and the latter by John 
B. Moore of New York, an acknowl- 
edged authority, on international law, 
and the War Department called on the 
several States for their quota to the 
the'volunteer army of the United 
States. 

These make up the important events 
of the day. i 

SHERMAN’S RESIGNATION. 

It was not announced when Secre- 
tary Sherman’s resignation would take 
effect, the Sccretary having yielded his 
original idea of leaving at once, and it 
is presumed that he will remain until 
Judge Day qualifies as his successor. 
The selection of Mr. Moore, who. is now 
professor of international law at Co- 
lumbia University, New York, to su:- 
ceed Mr. Day, was warmly welcomed 
by all of the State Department em- 
ployés. Appcinted originally from 
Delaware in the State Department by 
Mr. Bayard, when the latter was Sec- 
retary, Mr. Mcore, by sheer merit and 
ability, worked his way up to the place 
of second assistant secretary, and in 
that capacity he served under several 
administrations without political 
changes. He resigned his place in the 
State Department to accept the chair 
of international law at Columbia Uni- 
versity about three years ago, and it 
is believed that his present appoint- 
ment is only temporary, owing to his 
indisposition to permanently sever his 
ecnnections with Columbia. Mr. Moore 
is an authority on certain branches of 
international law, and his selection will 
do much to strengthen the State De- 
partment in the present emergency. 

REPRISAL PROCLAMATION, 

The officials of the department, wit 
the assistance of the Attorney-General, 
have been preparing a proclamation 
which will be issued within a day or 
‘two, this time treating of and defin- 
ing the conditions and time when Seiz- 
ures of vessels of a hostile nation may 
be made. It is believed that the pro- 
tests and suggestions coming from for- 
eign embassies and legations have led 
the department to define once for al] 
its position in this matter. 

A prize commissioner was appointed 
this afternoon in the person of Com- 
mander John A. Wynne, a retired 
naval officer. He will be stationed at 
Key West, where he now resides, and 
it will be his duty, in conjunction with 
two other members to be selected as a 
part of the commission, to make, ap- 
praisements of the value of prizes ang 
to assist the prize courts in their work. 

ROOSEVELT’S NEW JOB. 

It has. been understood for some 
time past that Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt of the Navy Department 
would soon retire in order to enter the 
military service in the Cuban cam- 
paign. This story can now be con- 
firmed positively, although the time 
set for Mr. Rooseyelt’s departure from 
the department {iS not definitely fixed. 
The President today named Mr. Roose- 
velt as lieutengnt-colonel of one of the 
regiments of mounted riflemen to be 
raised in the Rocky Mountains under 
Col. Weod, whom Mr. Roosevelt has

Surgoen Wood of the army. He won a 
medal for distinguished gallantry while 
commanding a detachment of regular 
troops during the exceedingly hard 
Apache campaign against Geronimo. 
Secretary Alger selected Col. Wood and 
Mr. Roosevelt for these positions be- 
cause he felt that their training and 
the past pec iiarly fittea 
them to do geod service witha cowboy 
regiment. Col. Wood staits west to- 
morrow to superintend the recruiting, 
many offers having already come to 
Mr. Roosevelt from individuals and 
organizations among the cowboys. 
Secretary Long wishes Mr. Roosevelt 
to remain in his preten’ position as 
long as possible, so it wry be two or 
three weeks before he will join his 

The President and both Secretaries 
have regretted Mr. Roosevelt leaving 
his present position, but they feel that 
in a regiment of this character, he 
can do good. service, and should be 
allowed to go, though, if possible, they 
wish him to remain until the regi- 
ment is organized, and rdady to take 
part in the invasion of Cuba. Before 
that, however, he may ma to leave 
for short periods to superidtendent the 
enlistments. 

So far the talk of a successor to 
Mr. Roosevelt as Assistant Secretary 
has been mere speculation, end it can 
be stated positively that up to this 
time the President has not made a 
choice of his successor. I: may be 
noted, in view of the recent mention 
of Admiral Walker in that connection, 
that as it stands, the law requires 
the office of Assistant Secre ary to be 
filled by a civilian, so that if the 
admiral desires to accept that office 
he would be under the pairful neces- 
sity of resigning from the navy and 
losing his place as a retired officer, 
which he is not likely to dv.. 

DEARTH OF NAVAL NEWS. 

There was a dearth of rews from 
the seat of hostilities off tie Cuban 
coast, so far as the department was 
concerned, or if it Was in possession 
of information, it was. so carefully 
guarded that nothing leaked out. A 
few telegrams came from Key West an- 
the arrival there of 
prizes whose capture has deen re- 
ported through the press. Nothing 
could be obtained as to the ntentions 
of Commodore Schley in s) hastily 
rushing away the flyers Columbia and 
Minneapolis from Hampton Toads, but 
it is believed that their purpose is 
to shelter the Paris, or some of the 
liners from attack at the hand of some 
Spanish cruisers. 

There was talk of establishing a 
Supply depot in the Philippines to 
meet the conditions in Asiatic waters. 
Our fleet there now has no home. and 
under neutrality laws, the stay of the 
ships at any port is limited to a few 
hours. This is unpleasant, besides in- 
volving the expenditure of a vreat deal 
of coal, so that it may hecome neces- 
cary for Commodore Dewey to seize a 
port in the Philippines and fortify it 
as a base of supplies. 

The department today purchased two 
more tugs, the Hortense of New Or- 
leans and the Mary Wiliick of Galves- 
ton. 

WAR DEPARTMENT WORK. 

The feature of -interest at the War 
Depariment was the dispatch to. the 
xovernors of the States and Territories 
of circulars notifying them how many 
men they would be expected to furnish 
as volunteers, how they should be ap- 
portioned among the three arms of the 
service, and where they should. ren- 
dezvous in the United States army. 
A good many details remain to be ar- 
ranged in order to carry out the de- 
partment’s projects for the mobiliza- 
tion of the volunteers, but these are 
rapidly being disposed of. 

The department got notice today that 
John Logan, son of the late Senator 
Logan, had raised a cavalry regiment 
which he offered to the government 
under his own command. It is hoped 
that this can be accepted as part of 
the quota of men to be furnished by 
Illinois, 

J. J. ASTOR’S LIBERALITY. 

John Jacob Astor of New York, not 
content with offering the government 
free his splendid yacht and free trans- 
portation for trocps and supplies over 
the railroads in which he is interested, 
has come forward with a notice that 
he has raised and equipped at his cwn 
expense a battery of artillery which he 
desires to offer to the government 
under his own plans, for service in 
Cuba. This offer probably will be ac- 
cepted, although the department has 
been deluged with orders to raise vol- 
unteers in this way to the aggregate 
number of at least 50,000 men. As the 
President’s authority in the Volunteer 
Bill is to enlist only three regiments 
outside of the regular quotas to he 
furnished by the States; there is not 
much opportunity to accept’the ser- 
vices of these patriots. ° 

The order to the District militia to 
go into camp at Soldiers’ Home was 
revoked just at the moment when it was 
in execution, owing, it is said, to the 
fact that the sudden calling away of 
so many employés from the depart- 
ments without notice ‘threatened tu 
cripple the government service. 

The action of the President recom- 
mending a formal declaration of war 
was welcomed by officials in every de- 
partment as putting the present strug- 
gle on a more dignified basis and tend- 
ing to the avoidance of international 
cormplications. 


‘ASIATIC SQUADRON. 


Philippine Islands Will Soon 
Under Dewey’s Guns. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY KEPORT,] 
NEW YORK, April 25.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Hongkong says that 
Me2j.-Gen. Black, Acting Governor of 
Hongkong, has issued a proclamation 
stating that, having received official 
notice from the British Colonial Secre- 
tary that a state of war exists between 
Spain and the United States, he calls 
on all British subjects to observe the 

neutrality laws. 
Commodore Dewey has informed the 


Governor that he will depart from 
British waters immediately. The Bos- 
ton Concord and Petrel have sailed for 
Mirsbay, about thiry miles from Hone- 
kong. The Olympia, Baltimore and 
Raleigh will join the others tomorrow. 
All six have been painted the color of 
gray fog, and are fully laden with coal, 
ammunition and supplies. 

©. F. Williams, United States Consul 
at Manila, is expected to arrive on 
Tuesday with important news as to the 
condition of affairs in the Philippines. 

The anchorage in Mirsbay is in Chi- 
nese jurisprudence and the fleet can 
there complete its preparations for 
active service. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Herald says that Spain's possession 
the Far East will be under the guns of 
the American squadron commanded by 
Commodore Dewey within the next few 
days. 

Official information, it is understood, 
has reached Washington of the: de- 
parture today of the squadron from 
Hongkong, where it has been making 
preparations for the work which the 
Navy Department has laid out for it 
to perform. Accompanying the men- 
of-war are the revenue cutter Hugh 
McCulloch and a number of colliers 
conveying coal and other stores needed 
, for the fleet in its operations against 
the Spanish naval service in the waters 
of the Philippines. and against the for- 
tifications of Manila and other seaports 
of those islands.

SHERYUAN'S RETIREMENT. 


Brief Note to the President Pre- 
sented This Morning. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] John Sherman has re- 


signed. At a special meeting of the 
Cabinet today he formally tendered 
his written resignation to take ef- 


fect at noon. He will be succeeded 
by W. R. Day, First Assistant Secre- 
tary. Thus Mr. Sherman retires from 
public life after a service for over forty 
years, embracing the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the United States Senate, 
the Secretaryship of the Treasury, and 
the Secretaryship of State. The reason 
for his resignation is the condition of 
the Secretary’s health, which is now im- 
paired on account of years of devotion 
to the public service and the arduous 
labors of a lifetime, added to age, the 
venerable Secretary being now within 
a few days of seventy-five years of 
ace. The Secretary's resignation was 
couched in a‘simple note tendering to

CHALLENGED TO DUELS. 


Lieut, Carranza Wants to Fight Gen, 
Lee and Capt. Sigsbee. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Lieut. 
Ramon de Carranza of the Spanish 
royal navy, until recently naval at- 
taché of the Spanish Legation at 
Washington, has challenged Gen. Fitz- 
hugh Lee and Capt. Sigsbee of the 
Maine to fight duels. The challenges 
were issued on the night that the Span- 
ish Minister withdrew from ‘Washing- 

ton. | 

Lieut. de Carranza had determined 
upon this course of action immediately 
after Gen. Lee and Capt. Sigsbee stated 
before Congressional committees that 
in their belief Spanish naval officers 
were responsible for the blowing up of 
the Maine. He made known his pur- 
pose to Minister Polo, who peremptor- 
ily forbade him from issuing the chal- 
lenges while he was a member of the 
legation staff. Lieut. de Carranza pere 
sisted that his official position in no 


way restricted his'right as a gentleman | 


to call another gentleman to account. 

It was finally arranged that the is- 
suance of the challenges should await 
the termination of diplomatic relations 
between Spain and the United States 
whereupon De Carranza would be ab- 
solved from any regtraint as an official 
under Minister Polo. In the mean time 
Lieut. Carranza consulted his close 
personal friend, Capt. de la Casa of the 
Spanish army, late military Attaché 
here, and the details of the challenges 
were arranged. 

Only Minister Polo, Capt. de la Casa 
and one other person were aware of 
what was done, the strictest secrecy 
being enjoined on all parties, according 
to the ethics of duelling, which give to 
the party challenged the privilege of 
making public the facts in the trans- 
actions. This secrecy is new broken 
however, by the rumors current and 
the facts of the challenges are made 
public. 

Lieut. de Carranza’s first challenge 
was sent to Gen. Lee and it is rather 
more lengthy than the one to Capt. 
Sigsbee. It is most deferential, even 
courtly in tone, according to the tenets 
of duelling, but aside from the chal- 
lenge proper, it contains an intentional 
insult to*Gen. Lee, with a view to fro- 
voking him to an acceptance, 

The latter states that Gen. Lee, in 
his testimony before a Congressional 
committee, stated that in his judgment 
Spanish officials exploded the mine 
which blew up the Maine. This Lieut. 
de Carranza asserts in his challenge is 
direct reflection upon the honor of the 
naval officers who had charge of the de- 
fenses of Havana,

The de- 
bate in the Senate was based on an 
amendment offered by Senator Turpie 
providing for the recognition of the 
belligerent rights of the insurgent Cu- 
bans, the amendment being practically 
in the following language: 

“We hereby recognize ,the rights of 
the Cuban army under Gen. Gomez, to 
be treated as belligerents, the freedom 
and independence of Cuban people hav- 
ing heretofore been recognized by oct 
of Congress.” . 

The same amendment had heen itned 
n the Committee on Foreign Relations 
previous to the reporting of the bill 
to the Senate, and the Indiana Senator 
only egreed to the bringing in of the 
bill on condition that his amendment 
should be presented to the Senate. 

Both in committee and in the Senate 
Mr. Turpie made elaborate arguments 
in support of this proposition. The roll 
of the Senate was called upon this 
amendment, and it was defeated by a

THE PRESIDENT’S 
WAR MESSAGE. 


Congress Requested to Make a Formal 
Declaration That War Exists, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—The President to- 
day sent to Congress the following message recom- 
mending a declaration of war against Spain : 


To the Senate and House of Representative ves of the United States 
of America: 


I herewith transmit to the Congress for its consid- 
eration and appropriate action copies of correspond- 
ence recently had with the representatives of Spain in 
the United States, with the United States Minister 
at Madrid, and through the latter with the govern- 
ment of Spain, showing the action taken under the 
joint resolution approved April 20, 1898, for-the 
recognition of the independence of the people of 
Cuba, demanding that the government of Spain 
relinquish its authority and government in the island 
of Cuba, and to withdraw its land and naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban waters, and _ directing 
the President of the United States to use 
the land and naval forces of the United States to 
carry these resolutions into effect. | 

Upon communicating to the Spanish Minister in 
Washington the demand which it became the duty 
of the Executive to address to the government of 
Spain, in obedience to said resolution, the said 
Minister asked for his passports and withdrew. 
The United States Minister at Madrid was in turn 
notified by the Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs 
that the withdrawal of the Spanish representative 
from the United States had terminated diplomatic 
relations between the two countries, and that. all 
official communication between the respective rep- j 
resentatives had ceased therewith. 

I recommend to your special attention the note™ 
directed to the United States Minister at Madrid by 
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the Spanish Minister for Foreign Affairs, on the 
21st instant, whereby the foregoing notification was 
conveyed. It will be perceived therefrom that the 
government of Spain, having cognizance of the joint 
resolution of the United States Congress, and in view 
of the things which the President is thereby. required 
and authorized to do, responds by treating the rea- 
sonable demands of this government as measures of 
hostility, following with that instant and complete sev- 
erance of relations by its action, whereby the ve 
of nations accompanies an existent state of war hed 
tween sovereign powers. _ 
The position of Spain thus made ap 
the demands of the United States being denied, with 
a complete rupture of intercourse, by the act of Spain; 
I have been constrained in the exercise of the _power 
and authority conferred upon me by the joint resolu- 
tion aforesaid, to proclaim under date. of April 22,1898, 
a blocxade of certain ports of the north coast of Cuba, 
lying between Cardenas and Bahia Honda and of the 
Port of Cienfuegos, on the south coast of Cuba; and 
further, in-the exercise of my constitutional powers 
and using the authority conferred upon me by the 
act. of Congress approved April 22, 1898, to issue 
my proclamation, dated April 28, 1898, calling for} 
volunteers in order to carry into effect said resolution 
of April 20, 1898. Copies of these proclamations are 
hereuntc appended. | 
In view of the measures so taken, and with a View 
to the adoption of such other measures as may be 
necessary to enable me to carry out the expressed will 
of the Congress of the United States in the premises, 
I now recommend to your honorable body the adoption

WAR REVENUE BILL. 


Ways and Means Committee Makes 
Some Changes in It. 
[ASSOCIATED P&LESS NIGHT REPORT, 


WASHINGTON, “April 25.—The Re- 
publican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee had another canfer- 
ence this afternoon, asa result of which 
Chairman Dingley at a Jate hour rein- 
troduced his War Revenue Bill, with a 


number of important amendments 
framed to méet objections. The 
amended bill is likely to be laid before 
the full committee tomorrow. There 
are two new features. One, which js 
rade section 25, gives autnority for 
the taxed parties and concerns to meet 
the increased rates. It follows: 
“Every person, firm cr corporation, 
who shall have made any contract 
prior to the passing of tuais act and 
without its provision therein for the 
paymentof taxes imposed by law, en- 
acted subsequent thereto, upon articles 
to he delivered under such contract, is 
hereby authorized and cm»oowvcred to 
add to the price thereof s« money 
as will be equivalent to the tax inpésed 
on said articles by this act and not pre- 
viously paid by the vendee, and shal 
be entitled by virtue hereof to be paid, 


and to sue for end to recover the same 
accordingly. In all case of uarticles 


manufactured by another. if tne manu- 
facturer shall be requi ired to Puy under 
this act the tax hereby imposed, such 
person or persons so paying the same 
shall be entitled to tcllect the amount 
thereof of the owner or owners, and 
shall have a Hien for the amount thus

The amended article imposes a tax on 
telephone messages as follows: For

Official messages of the United States 
are exempt from this tax, as well as 
that on telegraph messages. Owners 
and operators of long-distance lines are 
required to report monthly to the Com- 
missioner of Internal evenue the num- 
ber of messages during the preceding 
month of a distance of thirty miles or 
more for which a charge has beén 
made, together with the amount re- 
ceived, under @ penalty of not exceed- 
ing $500 for failure to report. — 

The setting apart of $750,000 for the 
Marine Hospital Service from the re- 
ceipts from tonnage duties is limited 


to the fiscal year 1899. 


For the expenses of assessment and 
collections of these taxes $100,000, or so 
much of that as is necessary if appro- 
priated for ‘the employment of such 
deputy collectors and other employés 
in the several collection districts of the 
United States, as may be necessary, is 
appropriated. 

The exemption of bonds depentures 
or certificates of indebtedness issued 
by Federal, State, county, town and 
municipal corporations from the stamp 
taxes imposed by the bill, is extended 
to include “or other corporations exer- 
cising the taxing power.” Punishment 


-for failure to require an adhesive duty 


stamp on any dispatches or message is 
waived in the case of press news dis- 
patches. Bank certificates of deposit 
not drawing interest, are taxed 2 cents, 
and-those drawing interest 5 cents. 
There are many other minor changes. 
The Democratic members of the com- 
mittee submitted @ proposition for the 
bond issue, which is briefly as follows:

Army Reorganization. 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—The Sen- 


ate Committee on Military Affairs met 
at 10 o’clock today to consider the 
Army. Reorganization Bill and also to 
decide whether the Volunteer Bill con- 
tains some defects, but the authorities 
of the War Department, where these 
were first pointed out, differ from the 
critics in their construction of the 
measure. Senator Hawley, chairman of 
the Military Committee, asked the 
opinion of Senator,.Davis and other 
eminent lawyers on the subject, and 
antagonized the contention that the bil] 
was imperfect. The committee decided 
there were no defects such as to re- 
quire amendment. The committee 
agreed ‘to report the army bill favor-

Auxiliary Naval Reserve. . 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs has agreed 
to report favorably to the House, the 
administration resolution creating an 
auxiliary naval reserve force. The 
measure vests the number of volun- 
teers so called out in the discretion 
of the President, and the men are to 
be used in the mosquito fleets in the 
defense of harbors on the coast line.

BLOCKADE NOTICES, 


None Given as Yet in Regard to 
Porto Rico and Philippines. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—From the 

fact that the State Department has not 


been called upon so far to prepare any 


proclamation giving notice of a block- 
ade of either Porto Rico or the Philip- 
pines, it may be set down as a fact 
that the naval forces are not yet ready 
to move in that direction. It is the 
practice, as shown in the proclamation 
relative to the blockade of Cuban ports, 
to give due netice to foreign powers by 
proclamation of an intention to block-

the President the portfolio intrusted 
to him upon the inauguration of Presi- 
dent McKinley, and asking that it 
take effect from the close of today. 
The Secretary was seen before he went 
to the Cabinet meeting, but declined to 
make any statement beyond saying 
that he was carrying with him his 
resignation and that he might have 
something to say later in the day. 
The next Secretary of State will be 
William R. Day, at present First Sec- 
retary of State. Mr. Day has 
been urged to take the office by 
the President; he is personally more 
inclined to return to Canton to prac- 
tice law there, but he will yield to the 
President’s wishes in the matter. Mr. 
Day himself is out of the city and is 
thought to be in Canton arranging 
his personal affairs. He has had en- 
tire charge of the Cuban affairs al- 


most since the beginning of the pres- 


ent administration. 


A BRIEF NOTE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The resig- 
nation of Mr. Sherman was handed to 
the President at 12:15 o’clock. It was 
observed that Secretary Sherman re- 
mained with the President a few min- 
utes after the other members of the 
Cabinet left. The Cabinet session W4s 
concluded at 11:30 o’clock, and five 
minutes later Secretary Sherman left 
the room, and was driven at once to 
the State Department. 

At about 11:45 the Secretary’s mes- 
senger appeared with the resignation 
inclosed in a large white official en- 
velope. As the President had stepped 


-out for a few minutes’ walk, the mes- 


senger returned to the State Depart- 
ment. Only a moment later the Presi- 
dent returned, and the State Depart- 
ment was so advised. 

At 12:15 o’clock the messenger again 
appeared with the resignation, and it 
was taken to the President in the Cabi- 
net room. It was formally accepted 
this afternoon. 

The Secretary’s letter is very brief, 
occupying only a few lines, tendering 
his resignation, to take effect at as 
early a date as wil suit the President’s 
convenience. 

- Secretary Day will succeed Sherman. 


DAY AT CANTON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CANTON (O.,) April 25.—Judge Day 
reached Canton at 10:25 a.m. today. He 
looked in good health. The Associated 
Press correspondent informed him of 
the resignation of Secretary Sherman. 
When asked if he would accept the 
vacant place, he replied simply: ‘‘I will 
take the matter under consideration.” 

While Judge Day declined to talk for 
publication, the Associated Press be- 
lieves it can be said as a fact that 
under existing circumstances Judge 
Day will accept the secretaryship if the 
President nominates him and the Sen- 
ate takes favorable action.

ALGER MAKES A BREAK. 


SECRETARY OF WAR CALLS FOR 
VOLUNTEERS TOO SOON, 


His Hasty Action Greatly Embar- 
rasses the Officers Who Do the 
Real Work of the Department, 
Quotas of the Several States. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The quotas sent out by the 
War Department tonight are not the 
quotas that will be finally taken from 
the States. Letters of instruction also 
sent out, say the quotas are subject 
to revision, and this will be radical. 
Tonight’s telegrams are based on the 
present army organization of 1000 men 
to the regiment, and call in the aggre- 
gate for 125 regiments and a total of 
125,000 under the present law. But to- 
morrow when the Army Reorganization 
Bill is signed, and regiments are 
raised to 1200 men, the total under this 
telegram will be nearly 150,000, neces- 
sitating the cutting down of the num- 
ber of regiments called for from each 
State, in order to keep within the lim- 
its of the President’s proclamation. 

The telegrams were sent out by Sec- 
retary Alger, without the knowledge of 
the officers that have the matter spe- 
cially in charge,.and these are much 
put out by his action. He wished to 
give the Governors one more day in 
which to make ready, but this. will 
hardly balance the disappointment and 
confusion that will result from. the 


change in the quotas after being once 
sent out. 


: ALGER’S TELEGRAMS. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The War 
Department has prepared, and Secre- 
tary Alger this afternoon will sign, 
notifications to the Governors of the 
several States, in accordance with the 
President’s call for 125,000 volunteers.

SEIZE THE PHILLIPINES, 


Minister Barrett Thinks We Ought 
to Take Them In.

The United States 
Minister here, John Barrett, in an in- 
terview today said: “It is of the great- 
est importance that the United States 
should take the Philippine Islands.

They are richer and larger than Cuba, 
and in the hands of a strong power 
would be the key to tage Far Bast and 
to the Asiatic Pacific. The United 
States could either hold them for coal 
or strategic reasons, or negotiate with

SHE CANNOT SURRENDER 


SPAIN IS DETERMINED TO HOLD 
ON TO CUBA, 


In a Memorandum to the Powers 
Minister Gullon Tells His ‘Tale 
of Spanish Woe—Spanish Repub- 
licans’ High Hope. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
LONDON, April 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 


ble.] The Times this morning publishes } 


Spain’s memorandum tothe powers, 
dated April 18, and signed by Senor 
Gullon, the Spanish Minister for For- 
eign Affairs. The memorandum begins 
by recording the moral. and material 
aid the Cuban rebels have received 
from the United States in filibustering 
expeditions, and the operations of the 
junta. It mentions Spain’s repeated 
and persistent denials to the allegations 
of cruelty toward the Cubans, and lays 
great stress upon President Cleveland's 
dispatch of December 17, 1896, to the 
effect that peace will be possible if 
Spain gave a sufficient autonomy to 
Cuba. 

The memorandum contends that, in 
the face of the new liberal constitu- 
tion granted Cuba, which has already 
borne fruit, it is dificult to understand 
why President McKinley in his mes- 
sage of December 6, 1897, and Gen. 
Woodford, in the note of December 8, 
1897, should still doubt Spain’s loyalty. 

The document then speaks at some 
length of the Maine accident, and as- 
serts that the Americans, under the 
pretextof extra territorality of the ves- 
sel, never allowed Spanish authorities 
to visit the wreck for the purposes of 
investigation, and it solemnly asserts 
the absolute innocence of Spain’s offi- 
cials and of Spanish subjects gener- 
ally. 

The fairness and toyalty of Spain are 
then shown by a reference to the 
equitable treatment which American 
filibusters, more especially those of 
the Competitor, have received at the 
hands of Spain, and in order to show 
more fully how pacific and correct has 
been the attitude of the. Spanish gov- 
ernment, the memorandum enumer- 
ates the four clauses of the Spanish 
proposals. These are: | 

First—An offer to subfthit all ques- 
tions arising from the Maine affair to 
arbitration. 

Second—An order to Gov. Blanco to 
retire into the western provinces and 
to apply 3,000,000 pesetas for the re- 
lief of the agricultural population; with 
an acceptance by the Spanish govern- 
ment of relief for Cuban sufferers by 
the United States, provided such re- 
lief were sent in merchant vessels. 

Third—The codperation of the Cuban 
parliament in formulating the extent 
of the powers toa be reserved for the 
central government. 

Fourth—In view of the Cuban parlia- 
ment not meeting before May 4, the 
ee of an immediate armis- 

ce. 

The memorandum proceeds to declare 
that the United States has not accepted 
these far-reaching concessions, and that 
the good offices of the Pop= have been 
equally unavailing. 

The memorandum ends by saying: 

“Being convinced, as Spuin is, that 
right and equality are on her side, she 
will not and cannot surrenJer her sov- 
ereignty in Cuba.”’ 

RIGHT OF SEARCH.

On April 14 Secretary Sherman netie- 
fied Mr. Woodford of the passage in 
the Hiouse the previous day of the Cu- 
ban resolution, and of the reporting to 
the Senate of the resolution from the 
Foreign Relations Cominittee. On that 
day Secretary Sherman wired:

WAR FORMALLY DECLARED, 

The President transmitted to Con- 
gress, yesterday, a message briefly 
reviewing the recent correspondence 
between our government and that of 
Spain, and recommenuing that in 
view of the existing situation, which 
is de facto a state of war, Congress 
should issue a formal declaration of 
war against the kingdom of Spain. 
“TI urge speedy action thereon,” said 
the President, “to the end that the 
definition of the international status 
of the United States as a belligerent 
power may be known and the asser- 
tion of all its rights and the main- 
tenance of all its duties in the con- 
duct of a public war may be assured.”’ 

Congress needed no urging to spur 
it to speedy action. The message was 
at once referred, in the House, to 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
which soon reported a bill in accord- 
ance with the President’s recommen- 
dation, as follows: 

A Bill Declaring that War Exists 
Between the United States and 
Spain. 

Be it enacted, by the Senate and 
House of Representatives: 
First—That war be and the same 

is hereby declared to exist, and that 

war has existed since the 2lst of 

April, A.D. 1898, including said day, 

between the United States of Amer- 

ica and the kingdom of Spain. 

Second—That the President of the 
United States be and he is hereby di- 
rected and empowered to use the en- 
tire land and naval force of the 
United States and the militia of the 
several States to such extent as may 
be necessary to carry this act into 
effect. 

The report of the committee was 
adopted, the bill was passed unani- 
‘mously by the House, and it was at 
once sent to the Senate, where it was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. That committee at once 
agreed to the House bill, and with lit- 
tle further delay it passed the Sen- 
ate, was transmitted to the President. 
and promptly received the \ Execu- 
tive’s signature, thus giving it all the 
binding force of law. 

War has in effect existed between 
the United States and Spain since 
the 2ist inst., as recited in the above 
declaration. But the formal action 
. Of Congress establishes our status 
before the civilized world. There 
can no longer be any question as to 
when the war began. 

Coincidental with the declaration 
of war, came the formal call for vol- 


unteers to the number of 125,000 men. 
Within a few days these troops will 
be moving toward the several ren- 
dezvous in every State and Territory 
of the Union, in obedience to the call 
of the President and the action of 
Congress «authorizing the same. 
Events are moving rapidly in these 
history-making days. 

War is actually upon us, and we 
are prepared for it. From tuis time 
on there will be no faltering and no 
divisions of opinion. The die is cast. 
Having entered upon the dreadful en- 
terprise of war, we shall not suffer 
ourselves to be turned aside from it 
until we have fully accomplished all 
that we have set out to accomplish. 
Congress, the President, and the pceo- 
ple are a unit in the determination 
that the work before us shall be done 
thoroughly and quickly. 

The President's course, since the 
adoption of the joint Congressional 
resolution requiring Spain to with- 


draw from Cuba, has furnished a 
sufficient. answer to his would-be 
critics. Having become convinced 


that in war alone is to be found the 
only solution of the Cuban’ question, 
he may be relied upon to force oper- 
ations against the enemy with all 
the vigor compatible with prudence 
and good tactics. The President is 
leading the van of the “War Party,” 
and will continue in that position 
until a victorious peace is assured. 
Let us have no more _iill-natured 
snarling at the President. It is 
short-sighted, unjust, and impotent. 


SECRETARY SHERMAN’S RETIREMENT. 

The retirement of Secretary Sher- 
man from the State Department was 
not an unexpected event. For some 
months his health has*been far from 
satisfactory, while the burdens: and 
responsibilities of his position have 
been increasingly onerous. At his 
advanced age—close upon _ seventy- 
five years—Mr. Sherman could hardly 
be expected to bear, without . great 
cost to his vitality, the heavy strain 
which is sure to be put upon the 
head of the State Department in the 
crisis which is upon us. Younger 
and stronger hands are needed for the 
serious work in hand. Mr. Sherman 
appears to have been fully conscious 
of this fact, and to have been guided 
by it, in tendering his resignation as 
Secretary of State. 

For more than forty years John 
Sherman has been a conspicuous. fig- 
ure in American publie life. He has 
exercised a potent influence upon the 
affairs of this nation. He has served 
his country and his party faithfully 
and with distinguished ability, in the 
House of Representatives, in the 
Senate, and in the Cabinet, both as 
Secretary of the Treasury and as Sec- 
retary of State. Mr. Sherman has 
well earned the rest upon which he 
is about to enter. Full of years and 
of honors, he may be well content to 
resign the cares of state, to enjoy 
in quietude the remaining years of 
a long and useful life. : 

Judge William R. Day, at. present 
Assistant Secretary of State, has 
been selected by the President to suc- 
ceed Secretary Sherman. Judge Day 
has for several months past _per- 
formed a large part of the duties of 
Secretary, and is thoroughly equipped 
for the higher office to which he is 
to be called. The affairs of the de- 
partment will be in able hands with 
Judge Day at the helm, and the ship 
of state will ride safely to port, 
whether the seas be calm or stormy. 


In reading the remarks of the 
British press on the situation be- 
tween the United States and Spain, 
American readers should distinguish 
between journals of wide circulation 
in Great Britain and others which 
represent only a few. For instance. 
the St. James Gazette and the Sat- 
urday Review no more represent. the 
masses of the British people’ than 
does the Paris edition of the New 
York Herald represent the opinion 
of Americans.

“Uncle Sam: ‘Git!’ 
Sagasta: ‘Nit!’ 
And then they fit, 
And Spain quit.”

For more 
than a hundred years the expansion 
of this great republic of self-gov- 
erning people has been a_ black 
shadow over every monarchy on the 
face of the earth, and when the 
armies of America march ani con- 
quer, a shudder goes down the spine 
of kings. It is not altogether im- 
probable that the war which com- 
mences over the trifling island of 
Cuba may be but touching the match 
to a train of powder that will rip 
the world up, and that, when peace 
once more reigns in the land, the 
map of the earth will indicate repub- 
lics where now are shown kingdoms 
and empires. For years there have 
been republican rumblings Ger- 
many and England, and when the 
time jis fully ripe for revolution, who 
shall hope to stay its hand? It is 
these facts that make the European 
governments jealous of the United 
States, and their abuse is something 
we will have to accept with as much 
philosophy as we can muster, for 
such is the penalty of success. Envy 
hates a ‘shining mark, and just now 
the American republic is the target 
for monarchical hatred. But we can 
worry along without expressions of 
affection from abroad, for Uncle Sam 
is fully competent to paddle his own 
canoe, and just now he is paddling 
away for dear life... We are out to 
win the fight we have in hand, and 
if another should breed from. this 
one, American valor will not shrink 
from tackling a second contract. 


It is lucky for the country that 
there is no great hurry about getting 
our troops to the front, or the South- 
ern Pacific of Kentucky would dish 
the campaign. already 
wrecked two of the soldier’ trains 
that left California en route to New 
Orleans, although the trip is not half 
finished.

That she is 
one of nature’s most brilliant achieve- 
ments as an artist need not be told to 
those who heard her sing last night; as 


for those who did not hear her, it is not }., 


too much to say that they missed the 
initial appearance of a musical genius 
easily the peer of any singer thai ever 
filled the air with sparkling brilliants 
of song on this sunset edge of the 
American continent. 

As for the opera, Rossini’s ““Barber of 
Seville,” florid and fascinating as is 
much of its music, there are other 
operas in which one would far rather 
hear Melba’s melodious voice, for its 
opportunities for a soprano, barring a 


ble exceptions, are not many, 
hy .K, First Southern California Volun- 


and when one has the opportunity to 
listen to a songstress of this caliber 
he would choose a theme of a more 
statuesque sort, like Melba _ herself, 
than an opera buffa of the type set 
upon the score by Rossini’s genius. 

It is told, as a maiter of musical his- 
tory, that the Italian composer wrote 
“The Barber of Seville’ in a matter of 
thirteen days, and that it was a work 
done to order and not dependent for 
its excellencies upon that subtle thing 
we call “inspiration” for lack of a bet- 
ter term. Considered thus it is a won- 
derful performance, and as it was first 
produced in 1816, at the Argentina The- 
ater in Rome, one must agree that it 
has beauties of score sufficiently 
agreeable to the human ear and under- 
standing to make it one of the im- 
mortals of melody. The foundation for 
the bright and entertaining story which 
is woven into the woof of Rossini’s mu- 
sic was a novel written by Beaumar- 
chais in 1772. This writer was also the 
author of the “Andalusian Twins,” 
which is the basis of the comic opera 
which promises to 
last longer on the light opera. stage 
than any other creation of that class 
that ever came from the pen of a com- 
poser. Upon the foundation of the tale 
by Beaumarchais, Sterbini, the libret- 
tist, fashioned the book for “‘The Bar- 
ber of Seville,’’ and while the composer 
made changes in tbe piece after its 
original production, and while there 
was once a trio in the music lessen 
that is now lost and that is supplanted 
by such interpolations as the Rosina 
of the occasion may choose to present, 
it stands today as one of the strongest 
pillars of the great Rossini’s fame. 
And there are some most beautiful 
numbers in this opera—the cavitana 
“Eeco ridente il cielo” for the tenor 
in the first act, the most delightful bit 
in the piece, which Signor Salignac 
sang with such® splendid effect last 
night; the brilliant trio “Zitta, Zitia,”’ 
the gay and blithesome “Largo al 
factotum,” in which Figaro recounts 
his achievements as a Pooh Bah of the 
period; the charming duett between 
Figaro and Almaviva which follows, the 
rich and sonorous bass solo “La Calum- 
nia,’ which was sung rarely well last 
evening by Signor Viviani; the time- 
worn “Una Voce poco fa,” famillar 
on the concert stage and a number fa- 
mous for the richness of its musica] 
color and ornamentation, and the 
sparkling aria ‘“‘Sempre Gridi,” sung by 
Mme. Van Cauteren last night with 
much beauty of expression—these par- 
ticularly are all brilliants of the first 
water, and it were idle to say~heré that 
they were sung as only artists of the 
highest class and attainment can sing 
them. 

As for Melba’s part in the work of the 


night of melody, criticism stands with: 


Stayed pen. One might go far in all 
the lands of all the world to harken to 
singing organ of more exquisite 
timbre or one that seems less like a 
voice molded from natural material. 
Instead of being a made voice, Melba’s 
is one that strikes the listner at once 
as being the natural product—like the 


voice of thrushes singieg in the 
bosky dells, the meadow lark lilting on 
& swaying reed, or nightingales setting 
the air flaming with the flashes of musi- 
cal fire. Melba sings as though she 
were speaking to one in a language of 
the score; there is no effort about it, 
no frills, and no furbelows; she simply 
appears as a comely, womanly and 
graceful creature with a divine gift and 
of its richness, volume and magnifi- 
cence she gives to her listeners the 
most generous measure. 

The gem of last night’s performance 
was Melba’s singing of the mad scene 
from “Lucia.” It was something 80 
superbly gorgeous in all its effects that 
one might set opposite that number 
on the programme the one word, ‘‘per- 
fect.” Every tone was perfect in 
Shade and color, every note was round 
and rich and sweet; it was a matchless 
example of the perfect beauty of the 
human voice when at its best. When 
one hears such work as this he musi 
wonder where some people get the idea 
that Melba’s voice is cold, for it is as 
bright as the flicker of sunshine on the 
sea, aS warm as the summer zephyrs 
that drift across the happy isles. 

AS was anticipated, there was a 
demonstration in the  music-lesson 
scene in the closine act of the first 
opera. The composer gives his Rosinas 
latitude to interpolate any song in this 
scene that suits their fancy. Melba, in 
response to an enthusiastic encore, fol- 
lowing the brilliant aria, seated herself 


_at the piano and sang “The Suanee 


River.” The first notes of the sweet 
and homely old plantation ballad, were 
drowned in a roar of applause, and at 
the conclusion of the stanza there was 
such a vociferous recall that she again 


became seated at the instrument, and 


at the opening note of the ‘‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner” the ‘house rose at 
the fair singe?. By an effort the audi- 
ence was restored to quiet and then 
resulted a whirlwind of applause, 
cheers, waving of handkerchiefs and 


wet eyes that told how intense is patri-. 


otic sentiment today in the hearts of 
the American people. Surely, it was a 
gala night. ;

THE BURBANK. So great was the 
success last week of the Chinese drama,

Questions of Law. 


J. P. writes: “I have a lady friend 
whose husband deserted her almost 
five years ago. Can she obtain a di- 
vorce? Do the statutes of California 
prohibit marriage for one year after 
obtaining a divorce? Can a person go 
out of the State and be legally mar- 
ried and return to his or her home at 
once? How about marrying on the 
ocean? Would my friend need an at- 
torney ?”’ 

She can obain a divorce, the desertion 
being willful. The statutes do not so 
require, but on the contrary positively 
state that “the effect of a judgment de- 
creeing a divorce is to restore the par- 
ties to the state of unmarried persons.” 
If the statute did require this, it would 
have no force outside of the State; so 
that one could be legally married in an- 
other State during the year, and re- 
turn at once. As to marrying on the 
ocean, a ship is part of the nationality. 
A marriage there is legal according to 
the State to which the owner of the 
vessel belongs, or the State in which 
her home port is considered to be. 
Probably an attorney would be needed, 
as in any other case in court. 


Mrs. A. N. B. asks, has a father the 
right to drive a son from home, the 
son being 19 years of age, having no 
bad habits, but having a great disin- 
clination to rising at 6 a.m., the con- 
stant friction between the two lasting 
through the better part of the day? 

Also, in case of debt, can a wife re- 
tain her silver, bric-a-brac, chinaware 
and furniture? 

A father has no right to drive a 
minor son from home unless the con- 
duct of the son is such as virtually to 
disorganize the home; then he may do 
so. If there were a little mutual con- 
cession on both sides in this instance 
probably the trouble would naturally 
disappear. If the son would void 
keeping unseasonably late hours at 
night he would not likely feel the irri- 
tating inclination to lounge in bed in 
the morning.

quires the legal title. 


L. O. L.—It belongs to the board of 
supervisors, under the statute, to de- 
termine whether the public conven- 
ience requires a bridge or ferry within 
one mile of any other regularly li- 
censed bridge or ferry, in the first in- 
stance. Perhaps, however, their de- 
cision may be reviewed on certiorari. 


P. Ss. R.—A dealer in mining stocks, 
who is especially entrusted with money 
with which to buy mining stocks for 
another, is as to the stock purchased 
simply an agent to buy property in 
the name of the principal, and cannot 
be treated as a general factor in rela- 
tion to such stock, but holds it in a 
fiduciary relation as trustee of the prin- 
cipal. 


R. D.—A trust created by the con- 
veyance of land by a city to trustees 
for cemetery purposes, does not ter- 
minate by reason of the fact that the 
land has ceased to be used for ceme- 
tery purposes, as a place of inter- 
ment. It continues the right and duty 
of the trustees to protect the bodies in 
the cemetery from unlawful desecra- 
tion, and to hold the property in order 
that such duty may be properly per- 
formed. 


S. T. M.—Equity has jurisdiction to 
decree a sale of property held in trust 
for charitable or religious purposes, 
when, in its opinion, the objects of the 
trust would be more effectually car- 
ried out by such sale. ~ 


Dr. M. A.—It is no defense to an ac- 
tion against @ railroad compeny for a 
wrongful expulsion from the cars that 
its conductor was honestly mistaken 
in believing that the passenger had not 
paid his fair. .And even if a person gets 
on a car wrongfully and as a trespasser 
for the purpose of riding without paying 
his fare, yet the conductor, if he re- 
solves to exercise his right to remove 
the intruder, must. do so prudently and 
not in such a way as to endanger his 
personal safety. Fciling in this, if in- 
jury results, the company cannot es-’ 
cape liability on the ground that the 


wrong was mutual; although if a pas- \ 


senger is lawfully ejected from a car 
after a refusal to leave it on demand, 
and only such force is used as is neces- 
sary to overcome his resistance, if he 
is injured by such force his own wrong 
in resisting contributes proximately to 
the result, and he must bear the conse- 
quence, 


L. . P.—The common .law was 
adopted in California, as indeed in most 
other States, so far as it was not re- 
pugnant to the Constitution and stat- 
utes of the State and its special cir- 
cumstances.- And in this State in 
computing the degrees of consanguinity 
the common law is the rule of decision 
in all cases except in relation to des- 
cent and distribution, in which the rule 
of computation which prevails under 
the civil law has been adopted. 


T. M.—There may be a civil as well 
as criminal action of conspiracy for 
which a suit will lie. 


N. N.—A State has no power to pass 
a law imposing a toll on lumber and 
logs floated down a stream from that 
State into an adjoining :State. Such 
imposition is not a police regulation, 
but an attempt to regulate commerce. 


T. M. P.—A Legislature cannot dele- 
gate its general legislative powers, 
but it can authorize others to do things 
which it cannot understandingly or ad- 
vantageously do itself. ; 


L. O. V.—The power of a court to 
punish for an alleged contempt of its 
authority, though undoubted, is in its 
nature arbitrary, and its exercise is not 
to be held, except under the circum- 
stances and in the manner prescribed 
by law. 

D. N. A.—To constitute a contract 
there must be parties capable of con- 
tracting, consent, a lawful object anda 
sufficient consideration; the consent 
must be free, mutual and communi- 
cated by each to the other, and must 
not be induced by fraud, undue influ- 
ence or mistake. Otherwise it is not 
free, and the contract may be rescinded. 
And agreement without a considera- 
tion cannot be enforced. Neither a 
promise to perform a duty, nor the per- 
formance of a duty constitutes a@ con- 
sideration of a contract.

POLITICS, 


The advent of war has made all else 
of minor interest and this is nowhere 
more apparent than in political af- 
fairs. In the midst of the general un- 
rest which pervades the public, little 
is being done by office-seekers, and 
many would-be candidates have pru- 
dently concluded to wait for a less 
stormy sea before launching their 
booms. In many quarters, too, is evi- 
dent the feeling that this is not a time 
for self-seeking, and men of all shades 
of political belief are one in the patri- 
otic desire to serve their country. 

A most significant feature of the 
situation is the tacit admission among 
men of all parties that the war will 
prove a powerful factor for Republican 
success in the next election. The ad- 
mission is a just tribute to the adminis- 
tration and to the principles which it 
represents. 

* 

Within the past three weeks an at- 
tempt has been made to form a secret 
organization on the lines of the A. P. 
A., under the name of the American 
League,.and to make it a factor in local 
politics. The movement originated at 
the Courthouse, and the prime movers 
were a score of office-holders, who 
hoped to make the organization an aid 
to them in their efforts to hold on to 
their jobs for another term. Several of 
the City Hall officials and deputies 
were induced to attend one or two of 
the meetings, which were held at No. 
107% North Main street. Gilbert E. 
Overton was elected president of the 
outfit. 

The whole business is a scheme, pure 
and simple, to get at the public crib. 
The members of the so-called “‘league”’ 
have fatuously imagined that their 
proceedings were shrouded in secrecy 
and that their influence in county poli- 
tics would be a potent one. Nothing 
could be more absurd or more puerile. 
The Republicans of the city and county 
will not be dominated nor influenced by 
any secret organization of the hungry 
bread-and-butter brigade, and _ the 
sooner the effort is abandoned the bet- 
ter for those concerned. The character 
of the “league’’ was sufficiently evi- 
denced by the attendance at its meet- 
ing last Wednesday evening, when of 
the thirteen members present, twelve 
were deputies and office-holdérs. Fur- 
thermore, the thirteenth man has had 
the good sense to resign his member- 
ship in the organization. It would be 
well for these ‘“‘what-are-we-here-for” 
patriots to disband and go back to the 
work for which the taxpayers employ 
them. 

As a rule the attendance at the meet- 
ings has averaged from thirty to forty, 
but last time it was small. The next 
meeting is slated for tomorrow evening, 
but it will not be strange if the at- 
tendance is even smaller than before. 
As on the previous occasion the pro- 
ceedings will be strictly ‘‘secret,” but 
anything of interest will be duly pub- 
lished. 

There is no candidate for city office 
whose prospects for nomination are 
better than John Drain’s. His admin- 
istration of the Street Department has 
been free from the scandals that have 
previously been associated with the 
office. The opposition to Drain springs 
chiefly from the contractors, whose in- 
terests are diametrically opposed to 
those of the taxpayers. They do not wish 
to see Drain reélected, and this ts one 
of the strongest arguments for retain- 
ing him in the office. The taxpayers of 
the city appear to be well pleased with 
the novel experience of having a Street 


Superintendent who is not corrupt.

United States Marshal Covarrubias 
is credited with an ambition to run for 
Sheriff, provided he can secure a fu- 
sion nomination.

CARSON (Nev.,) April 25.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Nothing 
is known at the Navy Department of 
the reported cutting of the cable con- 
necting Cuba with Key West by the 
Mangrove ten miles out at sea.

lieved that the most that has been done 
in that direction has been the tapping 
of the cable for strategic purposes. The 
United States is a party to a convention 
which hinds all the signatories, most of 


frain from interference with cables in 
the event of war. 

Perry Belmont, while chairman of the 
House Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, labored to this end for several 
years, and finally succeeded in having 
the United States sign an agreement. 

A naval officer of high rank when 
questioned on the subject today, re- 
marked that almost all agreements 
are suspended by war when they injure 
the interests of one of the combatants 
and favor the other. The cable con- 
necting with Madrid would be a most 
powerful assistance to the Spanish 
cause, just now, and would work equal 
injury to us, wherefore, said the officer, 
a prudent naval commander doubtless 
would cut the cable first and let the 
diplomats talk about it afterward. 


CUBA ISOLATED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, April 25.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Tampa, Fila., says 
that the United States has cut the 
Havana cable. The cut was made 
about ten miles out of Havana, and 
the southern end of the cable is now 
on the Mangrove, which was recently 
converted into an auxiliary cruiser. 

This gives the government exclusive 
use of the cable, and entirely cuts 
Capt.-Gen. Blanco off from communi- 
cation from Spain, as the ihsurgents 
are between him and the other cable 
ports. 

It is intended as soon as the blockade 
of Cienfuegos is established, to cut the 
cable between that port and Jamaica, 
thus entirely severing telegraphic 
communication between Cuba and the 
outside world, except such matter. as 
is sent through the United States cen- 
sorship. This censorship has already 
been rigidly established at Key West. 
It is said the censorship ll be ex- 
tended to Punta Gorda. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy 
Department to prevent the newspaper 
boats from following the fleet, thus 
doubling the difficulty of obtaining ac- 
curate intormation as well as greatly 
delaying it. 

Officers and crew of the captured 
ship Buena Ventura have been given 
their liberty after a consultation of 
navy and army Officers in Key West. 
The captain and purser, as well as the 
crew, were compelled to shovel coal in 
the Helena, notwithstanding ' their 
strenuous objections. They were not 
held as prisoners of war because they 
were captured on the high seas before 
war had been formally decla

SCHOOL DIRECTORS DISCUSS THE 
FLAG-RAISING PROPOSITION. 


MecInerny Wants Them to Fly Night 
and Day Till the Haughty Dons 
are Spanked—Insarance Report 
Goes Over.

discussed. The sentiment underlying 
the resolution was concurred in, but 
there unanimity ceased. To begin 
with, a doubt was expressed as to the 
legal right inhering in the board to 
buy flags at all, as heretofore no school 
flag ~had been purchased. But. Mc- 
Inerny -argued that the poard ‘can in- 
cur debts for educational purposes, and 
the purchase of flags is an education 
of educations, educating the children 
in patriotism—the best kind of edu- 
cation at this time.” 

Director Braly interrupted to raise 
another objection. While subscribing 
heartily to the sentiment expressed, he 
reminded the board that if the flags 
were flown day and aight the expense 
would be enhanced very materially; if, 
on the other hand, they were to be 
raised at sunrise andi lowered at sun- 
set, it would necessitate the principals 
or janitors being at the schools at 
those hours—a hardship them.

THE ROBBER IDENTIFIED. 


Messenger Mott Positively Satd To}. 
bert Jones Was the Man. 

An inquest was held yesterday morn- 
ing by Coroner Campbell upon the body 
of Tolbert Jones, the young fellow who 
participated in the attempted train 
robbery, at the undertaking parlors of 
Kregelo & Bresee, 


The facts in connection with the at- 
tempted hold-up of the. west-bound 
Santa Fé train at Oro Grande last 
week are yet fresh in the public mem- 
ory. Up to the time when Jones died 
last Saturday afternoon, he protested 
his innocence, and his father and 
mother, who faithfully and patiently 
tended by his bedside, professed a be- 
lief in the truthfulness of their boy’s 
statement. He contended that he was 
returning from a prospecting trip, and 
was shot while he Was passing the 
place where the hold-up took place. 
The father of the dead man main- 
tained that this was the true version 
of the affair, and desired to take the 
body home, but was not permitted by 
the Coroner, Cons-quentiy Express 
Messenger Mott, who was on his way 
east, was stopped at Albuquerqus, and 
ordered to return to this city in time 
for the inquest, as were also all th: 
train hands. 

At the inquest the dead man was 
positively identified as one of the rob- 
bers by Messenger Mott, who fired the 
fatal shot, and by others who saw the

Several important measures engaged 
the attention of the City Council at its 
regular meeting yesterday, and in ad- 
dition an unusual amount of routine 
business was atiended to. Perhaps the 
most important measure was the adop- 
Rion of the final ordinance calling a spe- 
@lal election for the purpose of deter- 
Mining whether or not the city shall 
Gssue fire-department bonds to the 
@mount of $150,000 and bridge bonds 
@mounting to $25.000. This election will 
be held on Thursday, May 26. The bal- 
Jots will be so printed that it will be 
possible to vote for or against either 
proposition. A two-third vote is nec- 
essary to carry the bond issues. 

A new water proposition was sub- 
Mitted to the Council .by Max Lowen- 
thal, the local representative of a 
Wew York banking firm. Their plan is 
te buy theplant or lease it for a term 
of years with the understanding that 
the city is to have free water for fire 
protection, street-sprinkHng and _ ser- 
Vice in public buildings. The company 
@grees to pay the c'ty a certain per- 
centage of its gross receipts. The prop- 
Osition in full is published herewith. 

The proposed system of sewers in 
East Los Angeles will not be built for 
the present. The fight against the 
Measure made by the member from 
the First Ward. Mr. Nickell, was such 
that the matter was again referred to 
the Health Officer. 

AS a means of preventing the de- 
terioration of the masonry jn the out- 
fall sewer, the Counc’! has ordered 
that two heads of water be turned into 
that structure so as to dilute the sew- 
@ge and prevent the accumulation § of 

ses. 

J. P. Widney entered a_ protest 
@gainst the proposed action of the Sun- 
get Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
which threatens to take all the tele- 
Phones out of a block owned by him. 
He declared that the action of the eom- 
pany was without reason, and applied 
to the Council for vrotection. He will 
eubmit a written statement of the mat- 
ter, which will be referred to the City 
Attorney. 

Property-owners along the line of a 
recent street improvement in Twenty- 
first street occupy the somewhat pecu- 
liar position of protesting because they 
were not charged enough for the work. 
The cost to them was only a few cents 
Short of what would allow them the 
benefits of the Bond Act and they want 
to be charged more so that they may 
derive that benefit. The matter is in 
the hands of the City Attorney and 
Street Superintendent. 

Plans for the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company's underground con- 
duit system were presented ‘to the 
Council for approval. 

There is every prospect of a lively 
contest over the contract for furnish- 
ing the city with thirty fire hvdrants. 
Nearly all the local hardware firms are 
bidding for the contract, and the prices 
they quote are almost the same. 

The proceedings against FE. I. Bryant, 
indicted by the grand jury in 1896 fora 
Jand-swindling operation, were dis- 
missed yesterday for lack of sufficient 
evidence to secure a conviction. 

Mrs. Addie Thompson filed her com- 
plaint in a suit yesterday against W. 
H. Harris for $50,000 damages for an 
alleged attempt at rape. The District 
Attorney refused Mrs. Thompson a 
complaint in criminal proceedings be- 
cause he believes that the prosecution 
was hatched up in the furtherance of 
B blackmailing scheme. | 

Chew Wing Gow, once convicted of 
the murder of Wong Chee and granted 
@ new trial, was dismissed yesterday 
on motion of the District Attorney. 

Manuel Dominguez was convicted 
westerday of assaulting Vicente Ytur- 
falde with .a deadly weanon. He will 
be sentenced tomorrow.

Oouncil was devoted principally to the 
consideration of reports of officers ana 
heads of departments, which was pro- 
ductive of only one of two contests On 
the floor. The weekly report of the 
City Auditor was referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

In the weekly report of the City En- 
gmineer were a number of ordinances 
which were adopted under a suspen- 
gion of the rules. They were: Ordi- 
mance changing the name of Puéblo 
street, formerly Chicago street to 
Twenty-seventh street, and a similar 
ordinance changing the name of Kit 
Marson street to Pecan Street; erdi- 
mances of intention to construct a 
gewer on Eighth street between Haw- 
@horn street and Centra! avenue; to 
Bay a cement walk six feet wide on 
@ach side of Eighth street between 
Main and Figueroa streets; to grade, 
mravel and curb Vermont avenue {mm 
@ point 1000 feet south of Pico street 
@o Washington street, under the bond 
mct. In regard to the instructions of 
Zhe Council to present an ordinance of 
Entention for the sidewalking of the 
morth side of Twenty-four street from 
Toberman street to Union avenue, the 
City Engineer reported that a part of 
hat street is not of full \width, and rev- 
memmended that proceedings be deferrdd 
mmtil the street could be uniformly 
widened.

A NECESSARY PRECAUTION. 

The Board Of Health to whom had 
heen referred the proposed ordinance 
making it a misdemeanor to promis- 
cuously distribute samples of patent 
medicine through the city reported, 
saying that they were heartily in favor 
of such an ordinance, which they said 
would be a precautionary measure /[f- 
tended to prevent the possible polson- 
ing of children. They urged the adop- 
tion of some such measure. The mat- 
ter was referred to the City Attorney 
With instrugtions to present such an 
ordinance at the next meeting. of the 
Council. This ordinance is the result of 
the efforts of Councilman Baker to pr’- 
tect the children of the city from tast- 
ing samples of unknown mixtures 
which are thrown into the yards WN 
those who are advertising alleged pat. 
ent medicines. Several fatalities have 
been narrowly averted within the last 
few weeks, and it is the intention of 
the Council to make the penalty so °©- 
vere that no one will engage in the dis- 
tribution of the samples. 

DEFERRED ACTION. 

Wren the report of the Sewer Com- 
mittee on the proposed sowering of a 
number of streets in East Los Angeles, 
recommending that the final ordinanve 
ordering the work, was read, Counetl- 
man Nickell opposed the matter. ie 
said that he did net wish to be consid - 
ered as opposing necessary sanilary 
measures and while he admittcd that 
the sewering of the streets named in 
the report wes necessary still the condi- 
tidns were such that to foree the peo- 
ple along those streets to pay for the 
sewers at this time would work @& de- 
cided hardship upon them. “If it was 
any other year than this,’ said he, “I 
would not oppose the matter, but this 
year times are unusually hard, and 
there is every prospect that they will 
be harder before the sumingr is over. 
It will mean that some of the people 
will have to mortgage their homes to 
pay the sewer assessments with no 
prospect of lifting the mortgagos. The 
sewers may be necessary, but I contend 
that the comfort of the people is more 
necessary. I do not like to he placed 
jn the attitude of opposiax a report of 
the committee, but I shall be cempelled 
to vote against this matter because 9 
per cent. of the people along the streets 
named will oppose the master” 

Mr. ‘Poll of the Sewer Committee ex- 
plained that it was not the intention. 
of the cemimittee to foist\a needless ex. 
pense upon the people. He pointed to 
the fact that the Health Officer had 


reported in Janunry that the necessity 


for these sewers existe, 
that the committee had acted simply 
along sanitary lines, believing tnar a 
necessity existed for the sewers. It wis 
impossible to go behind the report of 
the Health Officer, and as that official 
had stated that the healtn ef the com- 
muniy denended upon the construction 
of these sewers the eommittee hrd 
thought their-constraction necessary. 
Several other members apoke on the 
matter, and there was a disposition to 
file the report ef the committes, Mr. 
Toll asked whether such a plea’ was to 
be mad with refererce to #)l pubiic 
werk this vear, for, he said, the claimy 
that times were too hari to justity the 
expense might be made in all public :'~.- 
provements, and if the Couneil lis- 
tened to it in this case thev would be 
compelled through preeedent to consider 
it in all other cases. A« a substitute 
fur the motion to adopt the report he 
moved that the matter be referred to 
the Health Officer, with instructions to 
report to the Coune:l the necessity for 
the sewers. That motion prévailed. 
SEWER DILUTION NECESSARY. 
The Sewer Committee also reported 
that in order to save the outfall sewer 
from great damage, it Would be nec= 
essary to turn two heads of water into 
that sewer, so that the sewage might 
be diluted and thereby prevent an ac- 
cumulation of gas, which was so de- 


and = stated 


teriorating the masonry that the 
sewer Was in danger of destruction, 
Councilman Grider epposed the re- 
port. He said that there were people 
in the city who would need al) the 
water that could be supplied by the 


city zanjero department, and he was 
unwilling that the water should be di- 
verted for any purpose so long as it 
was needed in the city. Mr. Toll ex- 
plained that it was a matter of either 
letting the costly outfall sewer xo to 
ruin, of depriving some of the users 
of water of their supply. This did not 
satisfy the Sixth Ward Councilman, 
for he insisted that the sewer was of 
less importance than the comfort ‘of 
those who used the water in the city. 
Superintendent Derby of the outfall 
sewer was called. and told the Council 
that the dilution of the sewage ‘was 
an absolute necessity. He stated that 
the city had spent nearly half a mii- 
lion dollars in building the sewer, and 
that the gases accumulated so much 
that without dilution the masonry 
would be ruined, and the sewer would 
cave in. He explained also that the 
two heads af water would not be 
missed by water consumers, and even 
if it was, he said that the city could 
well afford to lose what revenue would 
be derived from the sale of that water 
rather than have ta pay thousands of 
dollars for the repair of the sewer. 
Mr. Grider still did not see the point, 
and insisted in opposing the report of 
the’ committee. Neariy all the mem- 
hers took part in the discussion, which 
continued fer more than half an hour. 
The report was finally adopted with- 
out a call of the roll. a 
é:mong the demands which were ap; 
proved was that of J. D. Mercerea 
for $223, for the construction of two 
bridges, one at Tenth and J streets, 
and the other on Eleventh stneet be- 
tween A and B streets. The demand 
was approved. 7 

Mayor Snyder appeared before’ the 
Council to explain a bid for fire 
hydrants which had come into his pos- 
session. He, had - received the bid 
through the mail, and had opened it 
without Knowing what ft was. As soon 
as he saw that it was a bid he took 
it to the Council, explaining that. he 
had made a mistake in opening it, but 
had done so because it came ad- 
dressed to him. The bid was placed in 
the hands of the clerk to walt until 
the other bids Were opened. 

Dr. J. P. Widney. who has had 
trouble with the telephone company, 
presented to the Council his claim upon 
them for protection against what he 
termed an unwarranted action by that 
company. It seems that the telephone 
company desired to run a cable through 
a wall in the Widney Block, s0 as to 
supply not only that block but the 
one adjoining. They asked for per- 


mission to do this, but the proprietor | 


stated that he owed the owner of the 
adjoining block nothing, and that un- 
less he was exempted from  fre- 
sponsibility from loss by fire on ac- 
count of the cable. and unless al] 
damag@s were paid, he would not grant 
the perMilssion.. The company tried re- 
peatedly to get his permission, but fail- 
ing, in the block were no- 
tified tha¥ thelr telephones would be 
taken out, because the proper connec- 
tion could not be made. 
Dr. Widney to the Council with the 
demand that he be protected jin the 
matter; that the company fe com- 
pelled, under its franchise, to give him

telephone service. He demanded that 
the matter go to the City Attorney 
with instructions to furnish an opin- 
ion as to the rights of the c6Ompany. A 
motion was adopted asking him to 
make written statement of the 
trouble, and this will be referred to 
the City Attorney. 
CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Attorney a number of ordi- 
nances granting special privileges for 
the erection of cables for pumping oil 
wells were received. These ordinances 
were adopted under a suspension of the 
rules. The ordinances grant the main- 
tenance of the following cables: Mrs. 
M.E. Louis, one cable across Lockwood 
street near Lake Shore avenue; Rex 
Oil Company, two cables across Ar- 
nold street and Western avenue; Scott 
& Loftus, one cable across Union ave- 
nue between First and Arnold streets; 
lbryden & Martin, one cable across Pat- 
ton street between Court’ street and 
Lake Shore avenue; Parker & Morrill; 
one cable across Douglas street and 
alley Wetiween Court and’ West State 
streets; Orr & Weaver, one cable across 
Toluca street and alley. between Court 
ond West State streets; J. P. Fiint, 
two cables across Omaha’street near 
Kdgeware road; Crosswell O'l Com- 
pany, one cable across Edgeware road 
near Temple street; D. Ellsworth; one 
cable across Court street .between To- 
luca and Douglas streets; J. Cannon, 
two cables across Court street between 
(ohio street and Edgeware road; T. F. 
Joyce, four cables across Yale street 
between Bernard and College streets; 
W. E. Smith, one cable across Bernard 
street between Yale and Adobe streets; 
Milwaukee Oil Company, one cable 
across Adobe street at Bernard street; 
R. T. Nelson, two cables across Bel- 
mont avenue near Rockwood § street: 
Charles Victor Hall, one cable across 
Figueroa street near College street; Al- 
pine Oil Company, three cables across 
Alpine street between Ramona street 
and Beaudry avenue. 

In the matter of the protest against 
the improvement of Avenue Thirty- 
seven between the Southern California 
Railway Company’s right-of-way and 
Isabel street, the City Attorney re- 
ported that if the protest filed: repre- 
sents the owners of a majority of the 
frontage of the property on the pro- 
posed improvement, and was filed 
within the proper time, it of itself ope- 
rates as a bar for six months to any 
further proceedings in relation to the 
doing of said work unless the owners 
of one-half or more of the frontage 
shall meanwhile petition for the same 
to be done, and that a petition repre- 
sent'ng less than a majority cannot be 
of any effect in doing away with the 
bar above mentioned. A motion was 
made.to refer the matter to Councilman 
Nickell, but upon his explanation that 
there was no necessity for that action, 
the proceedings were abandoned on 
Mr. Nicke!l’s motion. 

THE TUNNEL BONDS. 

An ordinance declaring the necessity 
for holding a special election for the 
purpose of voting bonds for the con- 
struction of the Breadway and Third- 
street tunnels, and the purchase of 
land for a park near Céntral avenue 
and Jefferson street, was presented by 
the Citv Attorrey joetruettans 
from the Council. If the finances of 
the city were in conditica to stand the 
expense of such an election, this ordi- 
nance weuld have been adopted. Owing 
to the exnense and the fact that there 
will be a shertage of city funds, its had 
been agreed among the members of 
the Council that the election be de- 
ferred until after the beginning of the 
new fiscal year or after July 1. The 
ordinance was, therefore, referred to 


the Boayd of Public Works, which will 


hold un the matter until after June 30. 
MORE CONDUIT. PLANS, 

The Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany filed for the approval of the 
Council its plens for a conduit system 
in which its wires will be placed un- 
derzround. The plans are not so elab- 
oraie as Some. of the other companies 
presented. The conduit will consist 
only of an iren pipe, in which will be 
laced insulated wires in sufficient 
numbérs to serve the company: for 


years to.come. Nothing has been heard | 


of: the request verbally made some 
weeks ago for an exemption in favor of 
this compeny, so that they might use 
Wires which were stretched over the 
tops of buildings. The company was to 
have preserted a communication on 


the susject, but as yet has failed to do 


so. The Postal Company’has taken no 
action since its pepresentative con- 
ferred with a committee of the Coun- 
cil Some weeks ago, and requested that 
certain of that company’s wires be al- 
lowed to remain where they are. 

The netition of the Los Angeles Ice 
and Cold Storage Company for péermis- 
sion to pump water out of a zanja and 
use jt to cool their pipe was referred 
2 the Zanja Committee for investiga- 
tion... 

THE SIGN NUISANCE. 

The petition of business men. on 
Broadway between Third and Fourth, 
asking the Council to remove the large 
fence on which a number of signs 
have been painted and which, the pe- 
titioners claim, spoils the beauty of 
that block. was referred to the Board 
of Public Works. This is the petition 
which was filed a week ago and in sup- 
port of which a committee of property- 
owners were to have addressed the 
Council at its last meeting, 
but failed to appear before adjourn- 
ment. They will appear at the 
next meeting of the Board of Public 
Works, when a lively fight is expected 
over the matter. The owner of the 
sign will not consent to its removal 
without a contest, and the people who 
oppos@ it declare that they will make 
the contest as hot as possible. 

Mr. Ashman moved that as the ordi- 
nance regulating the matter of sewer 
connections in some cases works a 


hardship upon the property-owners, 
particularly where there are two 
houses on the same lot under one 


ownership, the Sewer Committee, with 
the Health Officer, be instructed to in- 
vestigate as to the advisability of modi- 
fying the law in this respect. The mo- 
tion was adopted. On motion of Mr. 
Ashman the health department was in- 
structed to notify property-owners 
along Los Angeles street between Sec- 
ond and Third. streets to make the 
sewer connections with their houses be- 
for the work of paving that street be- 
gins. 

Mr. Grider moved that the Street 
Superintendent be instructed to lower 
the walk at Thirty-second and Main 
streets to the proper grade, which mo- 
tion prevailed. The same .member 
moved that the City Water Company 
be notified to repair the fire hydrant at 
Sixteenth street and Central avenue. 

The unusual spectacle of property- 
owners requesting that the cost of a 
street improvement be increased for 


their  benetfi was presented at 
the opening of the afternoon 
session of the Council. As a spe- 


cial order of business the anreal of 
property-owners interested in im- 
provement of Twenty-first stre: néar 
Toberman from the decision ar acts 
of. the Street Superintendent in marking 
the assessment what it is, was heard. 
The work had been ordered under a 
petition which asked. that it be done 
under the provision of the Bond Act. 
The petition had been referred to the 

ity Engineer, and his\estimate was 
that the work could be done under that 
act, as the cost would be great enough 
for the issue of bonds. When the bids 
were received they were much lower 
than the engineers’ estimate, and the 
contract was let. After the warrant 
had been issued it was digcovered that 
a majority of the lots had been as- 
sessed within a few cents of the amount 
necessary for the ewners to claim the 
benefit of the bond act. The law is 
that all amounts for bonds must be at 
least $50. Attorney Valentine appeared 
for the claimants and _ stated that 


fifty-one of the lots had been assessed. 
for between $49.90 and $9.99.- An. in- 
spector was at work on this street, and 


cannot well be overcome. 


in making out the expense account 
charge for his services was not made 
for the whole time during which he 
was at work on the street. Mr, Valen- 
tine claimed that had the regular 
charge’ for this inspector been 
made for the full time the addi- 
tional expense would have been suffi- 
cient to have brought the total of 
all the lots to a few cents over $50, and 
that therefore the people would have 
been permitted to take advantage of 
the bond act, instead of paying the 
mongy in one payment. He contended 
that it was not fair that they, having 
petitioned for the work with that un- 
derstanding, should now have to make 
their payments at once, when some of 
them were not able to do so. Attorney 
Jones appeared for the contractors. 
He said that this was the first time he 
had ever heard of any party of men 
asking to be alllowed to pay more 
than they already owe. He pointed to 
the decision of the courts recently to 
the effect that an inspector could not 
be assigned to work on the work of 
graveling a street.

Before the matter is settled, it 
will reach the courts, for whichever 
action the Council takes will be con- 
tested by one side or the other. 

The several appeals for the action 
of the Street Superintendent in having 
issued assessment warrants fer street 
improvements to the agsignees of con- 
tracts, instead of to the original con- 
tractors, were set for hearing next 


Monday, at which time the City At- | 


torney will deliver to the Council an 
opinion as to the necessity for issuing 
new warrants, the Supreme Caurt hav- 
ing modified its recent decision in re- 
gard to such warrants. 

The Water Supply Committee, to 
whom was referred the request of the 
Board of Park Commissioners, to have 
the City Engineer make plans and es- 
timates for a drainage system in Sun- 
set Park, reported recommending that 
the matter be referred to that official 
with instructions to make the estimates 
desired.

NEW WATER DEAL PROPOSED. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and 
Council of the city of Los Angeles— 
Gentlemen: The waterworks problem 
now confronting this city, I believe 
justifies the liberty I am taking in 
Submitting to you this communication 
oS ggeee time and in this manner, to- 
“Messrs. Kessler & Co., the well- 
known bankers of New York City, hav- 
ing interests in the city of Los Angeles 
of a nature such as to make it highly 
desirable to them to promote in every 
way the progress of our city, have 
had their attention called to the con- 
troversy in which the city of Los An- 
seles is now involved concerning its 
water supply, and having examined 
into and considered this-matter after it 
had been submitted to them by certain 
gsentiemen connected with their house, 
Lave authorized me to present to 'you 
a proposition which they are confident 
will lead to a solution of all the dif- 
ficulties at present existing. . 
“The waterworks question as it 
Stands today presents a most perplex- 
ing aspect in all directions. While there 
has been, and probably is now, a sen- 
timent in favor of municipal ownership 


of a system of waterworks, neverthe- 


less every plan that has been or can 
be devised whereby that end might be 
accomplished must necessarily involve 
the issue and sale of bonds, either for 
the purchase or cofistruttion of sucha 

“The legal. difficulties of providing 
funds for that purpose. are such as 
The Consti- 
tution so limits the power of the city 
to incur indebtedness that a system of 
waterworks cannot be obtained by the 
city by any other means than the issue 
of bonds. Even if such bonds were 
voted by che electors, it is almost cer- 
tain that they could not*be solid, ow- 
ing to the present state of the legisla- 
tion of California. By the act pro- 
viding for the issuance of bonds for 
refunding municipal indebtedness, 
passed March 9, 189/, the only statute 
Which provided for the issuance cf 
bonds for public improvements gener- 
ally was expressly repeaied, and 1 have 
been advised that leading lawyers of 
this State have pronounced such bond 
issues absolutely void. 

“Aside, however, trom the financial 
difficulties just referred to, there is the 
litigation now pending in the Supreme 
Court over the headworks site; the case 
against the Crystal Springs ‘Land and 
Water Company in the Superior Court 
not yet finally submitted; the litiga- 
tion in the Federal courts between the 
same parties now pending in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States; and 
the litigation with the West Los An- 
geles Water Company in the Superior 
Court, not yet tried. re 

“The dangers, expenses and delays of 
this litigation mean, on the part of 
the city, the outlay of large sums of 
money, t say nothimeg of. the loss of 
years of time. During this period the 
present works would necessarily be at 
a standstill, because it must be evi- 
dent that the owners could: not rea- 
sonably be expected to invest further 
large sums for improvements or exten- 
sions while the dispute or © litigation 
concerning their rights might exist. 

“The plan which Messrs. Kessler & 
Co. are prepared to submit to you will 
give the city all of the advantages 
which might accrue from municipal 
ownership, unattended with any of its 
burdens or risks and without any in- 
crease of the municipal indebtedness. 
Messrs. Kessler & Co. have in the 
course of .business, acquired consider- 
able interests in the qjty of Los An- 
geles. and hence are disposed to in- 
vest further capital here. Being con- 


-yvineed that an arrangement can be 


proposed to the city of Los Angeles 
satisfactcry to said city, they have 
already commenced preliminary nego- 
tiations with the Crystal Springs and 
the Los Angeles City Water companies, 
and have become satisfied that if they 
cam make suitable arrangements with 
the city, the entire situation could he 
adjusted to suit all parties, and all 
litigation ended satisfactorily. . ~ 
“If a contract can be made with this 
city, Messrs. Kessler & Co. would be 
willing to at once expend whatever 
sums may be necessary to put the 
present p!ant in first-class condition, 
cover the reservoirs, and otherwise im- 
prove the plant so as to make it thor- 
oughly. modern and adequate. They 
would supply all the municipal build- 
ings and municipal needs of the city 
of Los Angeles abundantly with water, 
including that required for fire protec- 
tion and for street sprinkling, free of 
charge, and in addition thereto, would 
pay the city an annual revenue based 
upon a percentage on the gross in- 
come of the cempany. The income 
thus derived by the city would, if prop- 
erly invested, in time enable the city to 
acquire and pay for the works without 
the outlay ef a dollar, or the issuance 
of bonds. 

“Tf a contract upon the terms above 
indicated could be made for a period 
sufficiently long to protect Messrs. 
“xessler & Co.,.we believe that the ¢ity 
would thereby obtain all of the bene- 
fits of municipal ownership without its 
burdens: and as the Constitution of 
this State for all time gives to the City 
Council the power to regulate the rates 
to be charged to the consumers, no 
rate can be charged by the company 
arbitrarily, but only subject to the rea- 
sonable regulation of the Council. Un- 
less a contract were sufficiently long 
and certain, Messrs. Kessler & Co. 
would not be justified in expending the 


amounts immediately necessary to put 
the water plant in proper condition, nor 
to arrange for an extension of the 
system in the future as increase of 
population might require. 

“I am authorized to say to you, by 
Messrs. Kessler & Co., that if in your 
opinion a satisfactory arrangement can 
be made, 
incurring the additional expense of 
further investigation, including exam- 
ination of plant by an expert engineer, 
as also the examination of the titles 
of the companies’ properties, and sim- 
ilar matters. These expenses will be 
large and the time at our command to 
make these necessary investigations is 
short. Prompt action is therefore de- 
sirable; and as this enterprise will call 
for a complete reorganization, under 
entirely new management, and the pro- 
viding of large sums of money, the 
Honorable Mayor and Council will 
doubtless see the need of a determina- 
tion upon this matter at the earliest 
practicable moment, 

“I am able to state that the entire 
capital for the purchase of the present 
water companies’ plants and for the 
expenditures incident thereto, will come 
solely from Messrs. Kessler & Co., and 
from certain European banking houses, 
and that the corporation. through 
which they may operate such water- 
works will be absolutely distinct from 
the present water company, or w3ter 
companies, and the company formed 
will be under absolutely new manage- 
ment, with new officers, new etock- 
holders and new capital.

STREET WORK PROPOSALS. 

Bids for the following street work 
were received and referred to the 
proper committees: To improve Fig- 
ueroa street, from Sixth to Pico; Ver- 
mont avenue, from Pico streét to a 
point 1000 feet south; Date street, from 
Macy to Elizabeth street; Date street 
between Blizabeth and Queirolo streets; 
Howard street, between Aliso and Macy 
streets: Henry street between East- 
lake avenue and San Pablo street; to 
sewer Central avenue’ from a point 
18.75 feet south of Eighth street, to 
Ninth street; to sewer Redwood street 
between Hawthorn and Tennessee 
streets. 

Pursuant to advertised requests, a 
number of bids were filed for furnish- 
ing the city with thirty fire hydrants 
for use in the western portion of the 
city. Nearly all the hardware firms 
in Los Angeles filed bids for this con- 
tract, and the prices are so nearly 
alike that the rivalry is expected to be 
intense.

It will be possible for electors’ to 
vote upon the two propositions sep- 
arately; that is to Say, @ man who 
favors one bond issue and opposes the 
other, may indicate his choice on the 
ballots. The ordinance provided that 
as the bonds are serial in character, 
the of {y7b0 shall be ser aside dur- 
ing the first year for the payinent of 
the principal and interest due during 
that time on the S1¢ bords, and $1495 
for similar payments on the _ bridge 
bonds. The ennusl interest on each 
issue will be 4 per cent. 

The purpcse of the issuc of fire bonds 
is identically the same as that in- 
tended when the proposition was de- 
feated at the pollls December 7, when 
it was coupled with the proposition to 
issue $339,000 worth of schovul bonds. 
Tt is the purpose of the members of 
the fire department and others, to 
work as hard possible for the 
bends this time, and they are confi- 
dent they -will carry.

BRYANT CASE DISMISSED. 


A “WASH LAND” OPERATOR ES- 
CAPES PROSECUTION. 


The District Attorney Did not Con. 
sider the Evidence Strong 
Enough to Remove All Renson- 
able Deubt—What Judge Van 
Dyke Found. 


The proceedings against E. I. Bryant, 
who was indicted by the grand jyry in 
1896 for land swindling, were disniissed 
yesterday morning by Judge Smifh, on 


motion of Deputy Dist.-Atty. MeComas: 


Bryant was charged in the indictment 
with swindling Mrs. Harriet EF. Hoxie 
out of $500 by selling her a note, which 
he claimed was secured by a mortgage 
on valuable property in the San Fer- 
nando Valley. Mrs. Hoxie went out to 
look at the property and the ‘wrong 
tract was shown to her. She purchased 
the note and afterward, when the land 
was surrendered under the mortgage, 
she found that the land actually cov- 
ered by the mortgage was in a wash 
and practically valueless, 

Yesterday morning, after his case was 
dismissed, Bryant visited the Times 
office with a copy of the official sten- 
ographer’s report of the, proceedings in 
court in reference to his case, which 
he exhibited as evidence of his inno- 
cence and complete vindication in 
court. The proceedings were as fol- 
lows: 

Case of E. I. Bryant called. 

The court. “What will.you do with 
that case, Mr. McComag?”’ 

McComas. “Your Honor, I have in- 
vestigated that case since it was set 
down for trial and I am satisfied there 
is not a shadow of a hope for convic- 
tion in the case and I know it would 
cost this county $700 or $800 to try it. 

“While it is &@ matter that the com- 
plaining witness is very much con- 
cerned in and she is very importunate 
and I have been besieged ftom day to 
day about it, insisting that I try it, I 
do not think it is my duty to try it. On 
the contrary, it is my duty to. dismiss 
it and save the county the expense of 
a useless trial, and I move to dismiss 
it. I don’t gnderstand how an indict- 
ment was found to begin with.”’ 

The court. ‘Very good. I presume 
the District Attorney’s. office knows 
more about it than the court.” 

Mr. McComas. “This was an indict- 
ment by the grand jury. I -do not 
know what the evidence was on which 
he was indicted, but I have read the 
evidence in the civil case, which in- 


volves the same facts and covers the |

conviction.” 

The court. “Case dismissed on mor 
exonerated.” 

In connection with Bryant’s visit to 
the Times office, Mr. McComas was 
asked by a reporter what he thought 
about Bsyant’s guilt or innocence. He 
replied in a manner that could leave 
no doubt that he did not think Bryant 
was innocent by along way. “Looking 
at the matter from purely a _ legal 
standpoint, however, I do not believe 
that we could have secured a convic- 
tion,” he said. “T know that Mrs. 
Hoxie got judgment against Bryant in 
a civil suit before Judge Van Dyke on 
the same evidence as would have been 
introduced into this case, but it takes 
stronger evidence in @ criminal case 
than it does in a civil case. 

At this point it is interesting to note 
that Mrs. Hoxie now holds an unsatis- 
fied judgment against. Bryant, that she 
obtained before Judge Van Dyke over 
a year ago. 

in his wvittin decision in this case 
on file at the Courthouse, Judge Van 
Dyke says of Bryant in summing up 
the evidence taken at the trial: The 
court finds that all of the said acts, 
doings, representations and sayings of 
the defendant in the premises afore- 
gaid, as hereinbefore found, were part 
of a general scheme upon the part of 
the defendant (Bryant) to cheat, 
wrTong and defraud the plaintiff. 


MRS. THOMPSON WANTS MONEY. 


She Will Try Hard to Get it from 
Ww. H. Harris. 

W. H. Harris, a wealthy tourist from 

Buffalo, N. Y., who was before Justice 
Morrison a few days ago on @ charge 
of attempting to rape Mrs. Addie 
Thompson, is to be put to some further 
inconvenience before he returns home. 
Yesterday he was made defendant in ® 
civil suit brought by his alleged victim 
to recover $50,000. The criminal pro- 
eéedings were knocked out at the ar- 
raignment by a demurrer to the com- 
plaint, which was sustained on the 
ground that the complaint did not state 
that the intended victim was a woman. 
Mrs. Thompson applied for @ new com- 
plaint, but ‘this was denied by the 
District Attorney, who had been con- 
vinced that the errest of Harris was 
part of a blackmailing scheme. 
The complaint in the damage suit 
filed yesterday was drawn up by Attor- 
ney W. R. Bacon. In it Mrs. Thompson 
alleges that she is a married woman, 
and living apart from her husband by 
mutual agreement. She says that on 
the 2ist inst., Harris assaulted her at 
the Great Western lodging-house on 
South Main street, between Third and 
Fourth streets. She says that she re- 
sisted him, and that he beat her and 
choked her and tried to frighten her 
into submission. The complaint does 
not say anything e@bout the general 
reputation of the house in which the 
assault is alleged to have occurred nor 
that the characetr of the women who 
inhabit the place is above reproach. 


JUDGE CLARK ON BOYCOTTS. 


Dellamore’s Suit Against the Master 
Plumbers’ Association Dismissed. 
The ‘suit: brought by D. Dellamore 

against the Master Plumbers’ Associa- 

tion of Los Angeles and against the 
officers of the association individually 
to recover $5000 damages for the en- 
forcing of a boycott against him, was 
decided in favor of the defendants yes- 

terday by Judge Clark sustaining a 

demurrer to the amended complaint. 
Previous to March 17, 1897, Dellamore 

was a member of the Master Plumbers’ 

Association; but was expelled for vio- 

lating its rules. He had on hand at 

the time a subcontract from George 

Low for making extensive itmprove- 

ments in the plumbing of the County 

Jail. Notice of Dellamore’s expulsion 

from the organization was sent to the 

various business houses in the city 
with which the association had an un- 
derstanding, and a boycott was ef- 
fectually established against him. In 
his complaint Dellamore alleged that 
when he visited various concerns he 
was informed that he would be 
charged treble the usual prices for ma- 
terials because he did not belong to 
the Plumbers’ Association. Upon in-. 
formation and belief, he alleged that 
the merchants visited refused to sell 
materials to him because they Were in- 
timidated by the threats of the 
plumbers’ association to withdraw their 
patronage in case they made such 
sales. As a result of this discrimina- 
tion on the part of merchants’ the 
plaintiff claimed that he was 
unable to carry out con- 
tracts, and that his business was 
being ruined to his damage in the sum 
of $5000. 

Judge Clark held that the facts 
failed to constitute a cause of action, 
because they allleged no unlawful act 


committed by the defendant. In his 
written opinion he says: 
“While the cases are not. har- 


monious, the weight of authority sup- 
ports the rule that to attempt to 


a boycott, i. e., by a combination 
against one to withhold business re- 
lations with him, is not of itself un- 
lawful, and that associations may be 
lawfully formed, the purpose and ob- 
ject of which is to adppt measures 
that tend to diminish the gains and 
profits of others. . . While § the 
complaint alleges that the defendants 
prevented plaintiff from obtaining con- 
tracts, labor or material, it is nowhere 
alleged, and it will not be presumed, 
that the means and methods adopted 
by the defendants to accomplish this 
end were Dilegal. The allegation that 
the merchants to whom plaintiff ap- 
plied were prevented from selling him 
materials by reason of intimidation, 
but a conclusion of the 
pleader. If defendants intimidated such 
dealers by threats to do violence, or 
to commit any unlawful act, doubtless 
plaintiff would be entitled to relief; 
hut if such merchants were  intimi- 
dated by threats made by defendants 
to withhold their patronage, should 
they, the merchants, sell to plaintiff? 
No legal right of plaintiff has been 
invaded.” 


“BIG JIM” GOES FREE, 


The Charge of Murder Against Him 
Dismissed, 


Chew Wing Gow, better known as 
“Big Jim,” who was once convicted 
of the murder of Wong Chee and was 
granted a new trial, was discharged 
from custody yesterday by Judge Smith 
at the reqeust of the District Attor- 
ney. The case has been a notable one 
in the records of this county, the trial 
lasting over three weeks. It abounded 
in perjury, and when the jury found 
the defendant guilty, Judge Smith 
granted a motion for a new trial on 
the ‘ground that the evidence was not 
sufficient to justify the verdict. The 
District Attorney took: a@n appeal from 
this order to the Supreme Court, and 
the case was returned a short time ago 
with the judgment of Judge Smith af- 
firmed. Rather than go through an- 
other shopeless trial, it was decided to 
dismiss the case. Since his trial “Big 
Jim” has been out of jail under a bond 
of $5000. 

Wong Chee, who was the chief man 
in the Bing Gong Tong Society, was 
fatally shot at the.corner of Alameda 
and Marchessault streets about eight- 
eenth months ago. Gong Ong Chong 
end Chew Wing Gow were arrested 
for the murder. The former was dis- 
missed for lack of evidence.

COMMERCIAL, 

THE HOME PRODUCT MOVE- 
MENT. A San Franciseo ccorrespond- 
ent of the United States Investor sends 
that journal a somewhat sensational 
letter on the movement which has 
grown up in California during the past 
year or two to favor home products, a 
movement which this correspondent 
thinks may alarm the East. | 

After referring to the associations 
that have been formed to promote use 


‘of home products in California, and the 


means that have been taken to push 
the idea, this correspondent says: 

“& point of considerable importance 
Was made by the movement, when it 
pecured the passage of a law requiring 
that in the awards upon bids for the 
eupplies for all State institutions, such 
as penitentiaries and asylums, prefer- 
ence should be given to articles pro- 
@uced within the State. This law is 
being enforced, with the result that 
many standard brands of goods, baking 

wders, toilet soaps, fabrics and the 
ike, have been shut out of the institu- 
tions, which are furnished with -infe- 
rior articles, manufactured -especially 
for them by some persons within the 


State. 
“The Constitution of the United 
States, however, with its inhibition 


Against tariffs between the States, was 
a@ barrier to the carrying of this pro- 
tective frenzy to a point of exclusion 
of trade with the East through any in- 
stallation of the Legislature of the Oc- 
troi system; but for this clause in the 
Federal law, there is small doubt that 
today California would have legal 
fences built against trade on the east, 


-a@s well as upon the west.” 


The correspondent then goes on to 
take up the question of freight rates On 
the railroads, and shows that from this 
point of view, high freight rates from 
the East are really an advantage to 
California producers, acting as a sort 
of productive tariff“and cites an in- 
etance in which higher rates were 
actually asked for, as follows: 

“Accordingly, a few days ago, at Mon- 
terey, in this State, we had the spec- 
tacie of delegations of ‘manufacturers 
@nd merchants of San Francisco ap- 
pearing before the body of the trans- 
continental freight bureau, in session 
there, and asking for, not lower, but 
higher, rates upon west-bound freight! 
The manufacturers wanted prohibitive 
rates; the wholesalers, hardware, fro- 
cers, and others wanted high dilferen- 
tial rates on carload lots, and less than 
@€arioad lots, the former to remain as 
they are, the latter to be raised from 
15 to 30 per cent. higher. The retailer 
being smell fry, was not in evidence: 
neither was the consumer. IJpvposed to 


‘these, came merchants from New York, 


Chicago and St. Louis, petitioning for 
lower rates on less than csrioad lots, 
lower rates all around. Response was 
e, however, favorable to the high 
tariffites, and the rates were raised all 
around. The effect will be that local 
manufacturers and wholesalers wil!, to 
gome extent, shut out their eastern 
competitors from the California market, 
and we will keep our-money at home. 
“Thus it can be ceen that the yearn- 
fing for cheaper rates, freer communica- 
tion, and more extended intercourse 
between California and the East. the 
Gesire for which moved the gifts of 


Mand and the loen of. money to these 


Pacific railroads, in order that they 


might be gotten into existence and op- 


eration, that this desire has, under the 

§Snfuence of economic conditions, be- 

come extinguished, and the sentiment 
been reversed.” 

The correspondent winds up his some- 
what gloomy prognostigations as fol- 
lows: 

“For the past eight months, the mer- 
chants of San Francisco have leen. 
‘by all manner of enterprise and indus- 
try, striving to attract to this city per- 
eons bound from the East to Alaska.

WAR TAXES AND COMMODITIES. 
game prospect of.a war with Spain has 
maready led to a discussion of meas- 
wares of taxation. Merchants who deal

The Com- 
mercial Bulletin gives the following 


facts in regard to taxes that were

“At present, whole spices are duty

15 cents per pound;. pimento, 15 cents 
per pound: mustard, ground, in bulk, 
16 cents per pound; nutmegs, 50 cents 
per pound; mace, 35.per cent. cassia 
and cloves, 20 cents per pound; pre- 
served ginger, 50 per cent.; ground gin- 
ger, & cents per pound. 
“The internal revenue may be in- 
increased on beer and tobacco.” 


ITALIAN OLIVE CROP. An eastern 
trade journal reports that advices from 
Tuscany, in Italy, where th finest 
olive oil in the world is made, stated 
that the pressing of the last crop of 
olives has shown that the supply 1s 
unprecedently small, The price of pure 
Olive oil is consequently much = ad- 
vanced. <A similar edthdition exists in 
Sicily, whence the French oil merchants 
draw much of their supply. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

PETROLBUM IN RUSSIA. The 
growing importance of petroleum as a 
fuel, as compared with the demand for 
the oil for illuminating purposes, is 
strikingly shown in reports from Kus- 
sia, regarding the petroleum business 
there during 1897. While the prices 
of refined oil were very unsatisfactory, 
a considerable portion of the trade :s 
reported to have been in a great meas- 
ure compensated by the prices for 
residuum and crude, which continued 
steady and high throughout the year. 
Perhaps thé most significant feature of 
this latter development was the fact 
that both residuum and crude in De- 


cember reached the highest prices of 
the year; this at a time, too, when 
the usual outlets for petreleum prod- 


ucts are practically closed. So impor- 
tant was the demand for residuum for 
fuel in Russia, and so numerous and 
far-reaching are the uses ta which it 
is put, that the business of refining oil 
for illuminating purposes was practi- 
cally relegated to the second-place, and 
the main business of the refining in- 
terest was the turning out of fuel oil. 
This, it will be understood, was, rela- 
tively speaking, because the volume of 
refined oil made and sold, of course, 
exceeded that of residuum. Brad- 
street's says: 

“The average price of residuum in 
1897 was the highest ever known, not-. 
withstanding the production of that 
material exceeded that of any previous 
year by nearly one-quarter. The high 
price of crude petroleum and the low 
price of the refined prevented many 
refineries from doing business, and at 
least half of the refineries are said 
to have shut down during the year. 
These and other facts regarding the 
Russian industry are contained in a 
report made to the Bureau of Foreign 


Commerce” by Consul Chambers of 
Batum. 

“Second only to the changes in 
prices occurring during 1897 was the 


dissolving of the refiners’ combination 
organized in 1895. 
in prices of the refined in 1895 in the 
United States, the first year of this 
combination was a very profitable one, 
and particularly encouraging to those 
who were instrumental in forming the 
agreement. But prices at Baku and 
Batum followed the American prices 
down the scale, just as they had fol- 
lowed them up. With declining prices 
came disagreements among the agents 
of the combination, and on account of 
the cumbersome machinery employed 
by the combination, the outside re- 
finers made the most money, even on 
the declining market. is of § in- 
terest to note that unprofitable condi- 
tions in the export trade in refined oil 
gave rise to a number of petitions for 
reduced railway freights, the Russian 
producers evidently following early 
wAmerican examples’ in this respect. 
The fact is, that the trefiner who ex- 
ported refined oil madé from crude 
Which he produced himself was better 
able to cope with the situatiof#{(’ than 
he who had to buy his crude, and then 
attempt to. compete in the refining 
business with others of his trade. The 
stationary production of the flowing 
wells of Russia and the fact that the 
bulk of the increase shown in Rus- 
sian production in 1897 was from 
pumping wells: caused a slight further 
extension northward of the oil-bearing 
territories of Russia, and the outlook 
seems to. favor an increased produc- 
tion this year. 

“A large amount of English capital 
is reported coming into oil-producing 
territories, and the Consul hints that 
the Russian sellers have not lost any- 
thing in the process, the advent of 
foreign capital having caused a re- 
markable advance in the prices asked 
for wells and territory. That some of 
these purchases turn out well, how- 
ever, is proved by one case, where an 
apparently immense price had been 
paid for land, steamers and-wn old -re- 
finery. Within a few days, however, 
one well was struck on the property 
Which began producing at the rate of 
100,000 barrels per day, and five weeks 
later was still giving from 70,000 to 
80,000 barrels per day. Valuing crude 
at 40 cents per barrel, the original in- 
vestment of $2,600,000 seems fairly 
safe; but as the company was cap- 
italized at $6,000,000, the Consul thinks 
it not at all certain that the eommon- 
stock holders will benefit greatly. It 
will be seen, however, that the ele- 
ment of chance is not absent from the 
Russian industry any more than it was 
from the Pennsylvania industry in its 
younger days. Little progress is re- 
ported making in the building of the 
pipe line to carry refined oil from 
Batam. A Russian-American company 
Which had the contract for pipes, does 
not seem to have made much progress, 
and the Consul thinks it perfeetly safe 
to leave the pipe line out of calcula- 
tion for the year 1898, ? 

“The shipments from Batum in the 
year 1897 amounted to 333,000,000 gal- 
lons, of which 300,000,000 sallons went 
out of the empire, an increase of 90,- 
000,000 gallons over the preceding year. 
Of this increase, about 63,000,000 gal- 
lons was refined, but the percentage of 
increase in the refined shipments was 
only 38 per cent., whereas the in- 
crease in crude was over 230 per cent.. 
and the exports of lubricating oil 
nearly doubled. Some curious fluctua- 
tions in the Russtan trade during the 
year are shown by the statistics of ex- 
ports, The shipments to other parts 
of Russia gained slightly, as did those 
to Turkey, the United Kingdom, China 
and Suez Canal points. But the ship- 
ments to India fell off, as did those 
to France, Belgium and Java. The 
average daily production of the wells 
of Baku in 1897 was 28,935 barrels from 
flowing wells, and 110,000 barreis- from 
pumping wells, showing that the 
larger part of the Russian production 
now comes from pumping wells. . The 
output of all products of petroleum in 
the year 1897 at Baku aggregated 1.- 
466,965,000 gallons. The stock of: crude 
at Baku at the close of 1897 was 2.- 
432.000 barrels, nearly 1,000,000 barrels 
smallerthan at the close of the previous 
year. The stock of illuminating oi! 
Was slightly smaller, also, on that date. 
but that of lubricating oil and residuum 
showed a considerable increase.”

and the south boundary line of the c¢.ty of 
Pasadena, thence north on Grand avenue to

dena avenue to Dayton street, thence east on 
Dayton street to Fair Oaks avenue, theme 
south cn Fair Oaks avenue to Vineyard sirest, 
thence east on Vineyard street to Raymond 
avenue, thence north on Raymond avenue to 
Colorado street, thence west on Colorado to 
Pasadena avenue.

SAN BERNARDINOCOUNTY 


THE BEAR VALLEY COMPANY IN- 
VOLVED IN MORE LITIGATION. 


The Santa Fe Pacific Company Files 

a Notige of Water Appropriation, 
Letters of Administration in the 
Cutts Estate. 


SAN BERNARDINO, April 25.—[{Resular 
Correspondence.] A complaint was filed to- 
day by the North Fork Water Company 
against BE. H. Spoor, receiver of the Bear 
Valley Land and Water Company, the Bear 
Valley Irrigation Company and the New Bear 
Valley Irrigation Company. The plaint'ff 
company has for a number of years owned a 
conduit or ditch known as the North Fork 
ditch, which is used to divert water from the 
Santa Ana River near the mouth cf the 
Santa Ana Cafion, for irrigating purpcses. On 
May 23, 1885, the Bear Valley’ Land and 
Water Company éntered into an agreemcnt 
with the North Fork company for a certain 
diversion of the water supply in the cafon 
during the summer months. On June 27, 1585, 
a supplemental agreement was entered into 
between the same companies, which was -n- 
tended to modify and amend the provisions 
of the original agreement. In’ the following 
year the property of the Bear Valley Lard 
and. Water Company was transferred to the 
‘Bear Valley Irrigation Company. The prop- 
erty included the water rights, subject to 


heretofore referred to. Subsequent'y the 
propérty passed into the hands of the New 
Bear Valley Irrigaticn Company. 

The chief point of contention in the present 
suit is to havé the supplemental agreement 
declared to be a nullity cn the ground that it 
was not. signed and executed by all the 
‘parties to the original agreement. One of the 

rovisions of ‘the original agreement stipu- 
ated that all division and allotment cf water 
should be measured at a point in tho cafion 
known as the ‘“‘Divide.’’ and that ‘‘substan- 
tially one-half of all water taken from th> 
Santa Ana River, aside from that which may 
be supplied from the Bear Velley reservoir, 
shall at all times flow ‘n the North Foer« 
ditch.’’ The complaint alleges that the de- 
fendant company has failed to observe orf 
perform the provisions of the contract, and 
that the plaintiff company has suffered great 
loss by reason of a lack of sufficient water 
to irrigate the dands ly:ng under the flow of 
its ditch. 

Action is brought to obtain damagcs and a 
cancellation of the supplemental contract.

Disastrous Fire at Fullerton—Board 
of Supervisors Meet, 

SANTA ANA, April 25. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence] The town of Fullerton cuffered 
from a disastrcus fire this morning, which 
for a time threatened the total destructon cf 
the town. At 6:30 o'clock an employé of the 
firm of Stern & Goodman was drawing gaso- 
line from a tank in a frame »uilding in the 
rear of the store, when an explosion o2- 
curred, setting fire to the buiid neg. 

The flames spread rapidly, votally destroy- 
ing a large frame building owned by F. Con- 


liard hall; a harness shop, owned by Ed Cul- 
ner; several small buildings and storehouses 
owned by Stern & Goodman, besides burning 
the docrs and windows out cf their large 
warehouse, and even damaging buildings 
across the street, which caught fire. 

The citizens turned out en marse and fought 
the flames herociaily. Even women and chil- 
dren, to the number of about two hundre:, 
carried water and rescued goods from adjoin- 
ing buildings. The Anaheim fire department 
was sent for and arrived in time to help get 
the fire under control. 

A freight train which passed Fullerton jvst 
as the fire broke out was ordered back from 
Orange by Agent Davis, who feared that the 
depot and freight cars on the sidetracks 
would be destroyed. 

The loss is estimated at between $5000 and 
$6000, which is largely covered by insurance.
